Is mot agninst me is for me' may: well be
appliod to the weather, for each day that it
i not unfavorable it is really favorable and
lessans the days of possible disaster.

The UGold Trap Scheme,

Nows comes from British Columbia that
Sumpson's great gold trap scheme, which
waus to revolutionige mining, has ended In
ignominious fuilure, and Sampson, the in-
ventor, whose scheme looked so well as he

explalned it, is now o prisoner for obtaining™

money by fraud and for threstening castern
capitalisis who went into the venture with
him, His actions on the expedition to Na-
ton river, where the trap was to bo tried,
led to the bolief that he is o dangerous mad-
mun, whose genius has merged into fnsanity,
Messengers have arrived from Giscombe
portage and Summit lake, bringing nows
of the end of the expedition, which departed
with such pomp early in May.

From their reports, Sampson informed
Fissioult nnd La Perierre thnt he had the
gold machine already in the creck and
wis catching pold snocesstully when he loft
esiehteen months before, As the expedition
progressod they discovered that he was lg.
norant of the river, ns well as of gold mio-
fong, and o priest st Fort George told them
he had never been there, However, thoy
went on o Giscombe portage and thero
Sampson commenced to treat thom with
resolute cruelty, rofusing the commonest
necessitios from the supplies and compolling
thom to carry his pet osts and dogs over
portages, throatening to shoot any daring to
disobey,  After many mad sctions, the party
renched Summit lake, where Sampson or-
dered them to make boats, while he sent a
man back to spy on D, Fissiault, saying that
he would be rewnrded, and that the plan was
to abandon the two capitalists in the wildor-
ness, This young man informed Lo Perierre
of the plot, and was told to go to the nearest
town for officera, a companion being sent
with him unknown to Sampson. The two
poor fellows were almost drowned, arriving
st Fort George wadst deep in o flooded canoe
mnd utterly exhausted,

Meanwhile Sampson sent word to La
Periorre that the men wore all discharged.
He gnvo them all 8 day's fooa and a canoe
and dared them to molest the scow or pro-
visions. He walked in front of the storoe-
house at Giscombe with a londed riflo and
cocked revolvor. La Peviorre was doter-
mined to arcest him, and telling the men his
plian of capture, they gradually closed in,
making a pretonse of asking for wages, At
the words “‘arrest him,” all sprang forwnrd,
and Sampson was disarmed and bound. Mrs.
Sampson was locked in the storehouse with
a loaded shot gun, which she surrendered on
demand. Taking the provisions on the scow
the pnrt{ returned to Fort George, where
they arrived next night, Sampson being  de-
liveredito the Hudson Bay company officer
and kept under gusrd until n warrant and
police arrived. The case will be tried betore
ex-Governor Cornwall local judge at Queens-
nells, this woek, if the doctor pronounces
Sampson sane and responsible for his
actions,

Gold and Iron.

Some proapecting work has beaon earried
on all winter on the iron properties of the
Como Iron, Coal and Land company, and a
very promising gold strike has been made
botweon the iron and overlying porphyry
wall, says the Como Record, The charaoter
of the ore is a decomposoed oxide of iron, and
from nssnys and mill tests is worth from 210
to #40 por ton.

Total value, $824.50, 'This sample was taken
out of o "\h'ﬁtlmi deposit” and could not ba
considered averuge ore, but demonstrates
the fact that there I8 gold in sight. These
iron claims aro ot the hend of Tarryall chan-
nell; now successfully worked for tho entire
distance from the Poabody placer noar Hime
fiton to the Liebelt placer pelow and adjoin-
ing theso mines, and these fron propertios
wre evidently the fountiin head and gource
of tho millions of gold mined in Toarryall dis-
trict since their discovery.

An Important Land Decislon,

Judge Sloan disposed of a very important
Innd grant case in the district ¢ourt which
involved 100,000 acres,

The sult was brought by the government
aghinst the owners of the Calabasas grant,
in Plma ocounty, Arizonn, to restrain the
owners from fencing in certain portions of
the grant, The defondanta made a motion
to dissolve the injunction, claiming that they
hadl vested rights, and that the government
had no right to assort the prerogative of
publie domain over the property in question,
Judge Sloan sustained the motion and dis-
missed the sult of the government, There
will not be uny appeal taken.

That is what you hoar overy little while
down along the Midway those dog days. 1t
was not until recontly they began to appre-
cinte the odd old Austrinn village, partly per
haps, owing to {ta ont-of-the-way looation,
almost at tho extremo wost ond of the pinis-
unece, & hundred yards boyond the gigantio ro-
volving heap of iron that rears [tself skyward
above the counterfeit Graben, Inat of all the
shows on the south of the stroot but Da-
homaey. Thoe tired man's Mecon now s Alt
Wion, Moreover, it is fashionable. The
Higginbothams, tho Palmers, the Hobart
Chatfleld-Ibid-Taylors and others in our
set consider [t quite the thing to take sup-
per in Viennan. It is n restful place, a
picturesque spot; its Niersteiner and Sprit-
zohten travel down the throat witha
rolish, its Austrinn importations of barmnaids
are protty women and excellent waitressos,
ita musie ranks with tho best (nside the
ghtes, for Koppelmeister Qarl Zelner's fame
15 bounded, not even by the munieipal limits
of Vienns herself. Emperor Franz Josef
considers him a great artist, and his music
justifies the imperial endorsement in the es-
timation of the coritics, The Columbinn
march ha composed, which was discoursod
by the bund on Julﬂi. is n pronouncod suc-
coss. Lisutonant Marcus Braun of the Aus-
trian  army, here in  the v.nl:ncir._y of
nowspaper correspondent, was bright enough
to copyright the march and will roap the
benefits, But the luspirited march and the
fnspiriting boverages of Alt Wion ure not its
only charms.

ha student of the antiquo can find much
to interest him, for what more ancient troas-
ures would ho care to see than the portraits
of Greclans unearthed in the tombs of a
small clty near Jerusalom, placed there with
the mummies abour 500 B, C., something
near the time the Greoks invaded Egypt?
Does tho painter of today desive any botter
opportunity to study the lost art by which
those portraits stand out in colors ns vivid
ns upon the day the brush was appiied, more
than twenty-one eenturies ago? There seoms
to be not the least doubt of the genulunoness
of these treasures, There is also exhibited
here a papyrus declared to bo the oldest ex-
tant, some portions of which nre missing,
but upon its face appearing enough Greek
characteors to deciphor thut at one time was
written thera partof Zachariah, from the
Old Testament.

Accoraing to authority no less eminent
than the owner of Blarney castle himself,
speaking through the columns of the lon
don Times, Lady Abendeen's much-touted
blarney stone in her Midway Plaisance Irish
village, llke the duplicate Blarney castle, is
after all only an imitation—us horrible delu-
sion, an abominable fake, When I ques-
tioned the genuineness of the alleged soction
of the original Blarnoy stone a few weeks
ago it wis with no confident belief that the
truth would crop to light. The stone has
been advertised extravagantly ns o portion
of the sure-cnough stoune, and employed to
collar the nimble nlokle from the credulous
visitor, Some very intelhigent peoplo—FEu-
gene ield, for instance—had been induced
to take stock in Lad ; Aberdeen’s connterfeit
stone, The noble Irish woman is doubtless
aotunted by charvitable impulses in her
offorts to make the Irish village a remuners-
tive institution, yet it does seem as if sho
were making an overdraft upon the proverb,
“Charity covers o multitude of sins.'

TERRIBL. VOLCANOES,

Fow People Imagine What One of Them
Can Do When Thoroughly Active,

Fow people in this country imagine
what terrible work a voleano of the reg-
ulation size can do whag it onco gets
fully aroused, says tho DPhiladelphia
Press. In 1838 Colopaxi threw its fiory
rockets more than 3,000 feet above the
erator, and in 1857 whon the blazing
mass confined in the same mountain was
struggling for an outlet it roared so
loud that the awlul nofse was heard for
a distance of 600 miles.

In 1897 the crater of Tanguragua, one
of the greatest poaks of the Andes, lung
out torrents of mud and lava, which
dammed up a groat river, openca  new
Inkes besidos making a doposit of seeth-
ing mud, ashes and lava 600 feet deop
over the whole areaof a valley which
wans twenty miles long and averaged
1000 feet in width,

The stream of lava which flowed from
Vesuvius in 1837 and passed through the
valley of Tarre del Greco is estimated to
have contained 333,000,000 cubic [eet of
solid matter,

In 1760 Atna poured out a flood of
melted stones and ashes which covered
elghty-four square miles of fertile coun-
try to a depth of from ten to forty foet.

On this occasion the sand, scoria, lava,
ete., from the burning mountain formed
Mount Rosini, a peak two miles in cir-
feronce and over 4,000 feet high.

In the eruption of Vesuvius in the
yoar 79 A, D., the time of the destruction
of Pompeii, the seoria, ashes, sand and
lava vomited forth far excecded the en
tire bulk of the volecano itself, while in
1660 Atna disgorged over twenty times
its own mass.

Vosuvius has sent its ashes into Syria,
Egyvpt and Turkey. It hurled stonesof
800 pounds weight to Pompeli, a dis-
tance of six Enxllsh miles, during the
eruption of 79, A, D. -

Cotopaxi once projected a blocx of
stone containing over 100 cubic yards a
distance of nine and a half miles,
